Continuation of 2. NOTE: This amendment requires further consideration as the claim now requires thermal gelation instead of creating 
a condition where thermal gelation is possible. Applicant argues that Guire and Nova fail to teach two bonding steps separated by 
evaporation. Examiner notes that claim 1 does not require this. Claim 1, as written, allows for the bonding mechanisms and evaporation 
steps to occur simultaneously or in any order. Furthermore, the crosslinking step states that the crosslinker is in the carrier fluid, which 
would not be possible if evaporation preceded this step. 
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
